INTRODUCTION 

The United States initiated its programs for the collection <^ statistics / 
In 1790 »d.th a census of population. The authority for this and subsequent 
decennial censuses derives from the Constitution of the United States, 
Article 1, Section 2, which provides 4hat: 

Representatives* and direct taxes shall be apportioijed, among 
the several States ^hich may be 'included within the Union 
according to their respective numbers . . . The actual 
enumeration shall be made within three years after the 
first meeting of the Congress of the United States, and 
within every subsequent term of ten years in such manner 
as they ahall by law direct. 
As more facts were needed about the Nation, new questions were asked^and 
additional censuses were established. By 1810, questions on manufacturing 
were included in the census; in 1840,, on mining activities. Agricultural 
data and facts about State and local governments were needed by 1850, and 
out of the great depression of the '20's and 'SO's came a ne^d for censuses 
of retail and wholesale trades (1929) and selected service industries (1933). 
Separate censuses of transportation and construction industries were/ added 
in 1963 and 1967, respectively. 

Today, 11 Siajor national censuses and hundreds ^of current surveys are con- 
ducted by the Bureau of the Census, a permanent organization established 
in 1902 to replace the temporary census organizsations that had existed 
previously. Since 1913, the Bureau has been a part of» the Department^ of 
Commerce, and it collects, aggregates, and tabulates a vast amount of data 
for each census and the approidmately 250 surveys it takes each year.

The results are issued in the form of printed reports, co«put«*p suimary 
tapes, and miorofom (microfila -and microfiche). During FY 1975. the total 
number of reports issued by the Bureau of the Census was 1,968. vath a total 
of 75,000 pages (some years this total may exceed 400.000 pages). The 
Bureau ave^es 10 reports every working day. 

With "this volume, there is an^vious nped for assistance in finding out 
what is av^lable and how to locate Census Bureau data. To help the 
ix,ten*tial data user gain access to the data. , the Bureau prepares a number 
of general reference sources including catalogs. 'guides, and indexes.
